SPRINGFIELD (UV-SUte Auditor 
Elbert S. Smith said Thursday the 
state payroll increased by 461 per­ 
sons and $96,477 during March. 


The March increase brought the 
state employment total to 51,752 
persons drawing $15,478,777.

which now total 1,703 persons be­ 
ing paid $791,294. 
New 
personnel 
added during 
March included 389 in the code 
departments under the governor, 
of which 141 were added to the 
Welfare Department staff 
The courts and constitutional of­ 
ficers employe figure was decreas 
ed by 56 persons, Smith said.

More cover will encourage wild 
game to multiply on farms. 
Harold Scholten, extension for­ 
ester at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, says any 
odd areas such as field corners, 
low spots, gullies or rock piles 
can be im provej£for wildlife. 


Plant clumps of trees, shrubs or 
vines rn areas that you can’t crop, 
Scholten suggests. 
Field shelter- 
belts, living fences of multiflora 
rose and farmstead windbreaks all 
furnish good wildlife cover. 


Fence rows and the borders of 
farm woodlands can make good 
wildlife areas. 
Planting a field 
border

The business of marketing the 
nation’s agricultural products ii 
complicated and important to the 
farm er—as well as to other groups. 
Most farmers are inclined to raise 
questions about the fact that they 
sell the farm product! to feed a 
nation for about $19,000,000,000 
and the consumers pay $51,000,000,- 
000 for them. 
The $32,000,000,000 
difference represents charges for 
marketing services, and this strikes 
the 
producers 
as an 
oversized 
share of the consumers’ doller. 
After all, the farmers feel they 
have a right to a fair return for 
the $165,000,000,000 they have in- 
veited in the 
farm 
production 
plant, for their risks, and for their 
work. 
However, without denying that 
farmers do not always get their 
fair share of the consumers’ food 
dollar, there ought to be knowledge 
about a system before it may be 
praised or condemned fairly. With 
understanding may come improve­ 
ments that will make it more ef­ 
ficient. 
With closer observation 
of marketing trends and commodi­ 
ty supplies farmers may do a bet­ 
ter job of farm management by 
knowing what to produce, how 
much to produce, and how, when, 
and where to sell to best advan­ 
tage. 
Walter J. Wills, Southern 
Illinois 
University 
agricultural 
marketing .specialist, says that mar­ 
keting is a dynamic process that 
is subject to continual change. 
He says that marketing farm 
products includes more than just 
getting them from the farm to the 
first buyer; it includes all the proc­ 
esses involved in moving a product 
from the farm to the coniumer. 
Many of the costa are incurred aft­ 
er the first buyer has received the 
product and paid the farm er who 
prefers to get his money on deliv­ 
ery 
Most’ farm products are perish­ 
able and need special handling. 
Generally they need to undergo in­ 
spection and grading to meet the 
specifications of governmental reg­ 
ulations or a specific market. Most 
of them need added processing— 
perhaps more so now than ever be­ 
fore due to changes in consumer 
tastes, living standards, and habits. 
Convenience, quality, and appear­ 
ance have been receiving increas­ 
ing emphasis from the consumer 
in recent years. 
Modern methods 
of supermarket merchandising are 
catering to these ideas. 
Each added step in this market­ 
ing procedure adds to the cost of 
the finished product to cover ris­ 
ing charges for labor, the invest­ 
ment costs, the losses from spoil­ 
age, and to provide a profit for 
persons involved. Since the farm er 
prefers to be paid on delivery, oth­ 
ers must finance the other steps 
in getting the products to the con­ 
sumers in the form .they desire. 
Of course, the consumers pay the 
total bill in the final charge for 
the commodities.
